In "Reminiscences of a Wartime 


Statesman and Diplomat" Frederick 
W. Seward, son of Lincoln's secretary 
of state, wrote: 


"Thursday, Jan. 1, 1803, wns marked

tists to Practice There. 


Not every foreigner who comes along 


with Ihe claim of being a dentist can 
practice that profession In Chile. The 
;ovcrnnient Bees to It that any one 
vho Is to look after the health nnd 
ireservnllon ot the teeth of Its people 
mist llrst demonstrate his iiuallfica- 
:Lons. 


The law provides that before n II- 


censo mny lie granted a foreigner to 
pracllco dentistry In tho country the 
applicant must secure permission from 
the rector of Ihe University of Chile to 
take the examination. Ills foreign di- 
ploma, duly certllled and authenticat- 
ed, must be attached to the penult, and 
a fee of (XX) pesos (about ?75 in United 
Statca money) must be deposited for 
the license In the 'office of the secre- 
tary of tho university. If tho applicant 
passes tho examination successfully the 
license is Issued, and he Is authorized 
to oiwn Ids office, for business. 


Any applicant who holds a dental 


diploma from a school not known or 
recognized by the Chilean authorities 
la required to complete tho third year's 
work of the dental department of tho 
University of Chile and must also pass 
a satisfactory examination before ho 
can obtain a license to practice — Pan. 
American Bulletin.
